He, too, indicated 
that final action this year is un- 
likely, saying “thé President ‘at no 
timie stated that he thought we 
should put the @mphasis on tim- 
ing; the emphasis is on getting 
good legislation.’ 

In Detroit, Secretary of Labor 
Durkin told reporters the Admin- 
istration would be ready “in a few 
weeks” to announce its recom- 
mendations for revision of the law. 

And in New York, Sen. Herbert 
H,. Lehman mockingly remarked 
that the Administration’s attitude 
toward specific changes in the 
Taft-Hartley law “is the best kept 
tép-secret of the year.”

“The working people of this 
country have a right to expect 
action on this issue this year from 
President Eisenhower .and Con-

The Meany comment led Sen- 
ator Smith, to say that “at the 
present moment the Senate com- 
mittee and the House committee 
are considering a number of pro- 
posals for amendments submitted 
at our hearings by both labor and 
management.” 

He said, “There has been no 
agreement between the President 
and any of the Republican leaders 
to put off revision of the law until 
next year.” 


Nebraska Repeals 
Action on Measure 
To Aid Millionaires 


Lincoln, Nebr. (LPA)—Seventh 
state to take such action, Nebraska 
has rescinded earlier approval of 
the ‘millionaires’ amendment” 
which would place greater tax 
burdens on wage earners by limit- 


ing income levies to 25 percent , 

Leading the fight to repeal a 
rgsolution passed in 1949 by the 
legislature asking Congress to call 
a constitutional convention for 
adoption of the amendment was 
Sen. W. J. Williams, aided by Sen. 
George Says, members of_the In- 
ternational Assgciation of Machin- 
ists. 

Said Williams: “I voted for the 
resolution in 1949, and I hope the 
people of Nebraska, and especially 
those in my dstrict, will forgive 
me for the worst blunder in my 
political career.” The convention, 
once in session, he pointed out, 
could “revamp-the US Constitution 
from the preamble to the very last 
amendment” and “this is explo- 
sively dangerous.” 

Railroad Waymen Blast

Revival of Injunctions 

Chicago (LPA)—Leaders of ‘the 
Brotherhood of Maintenance of 
Way Employees have condemned 
the attempts by some railroads to 
destroy collective bargaining by 
use of injunctions. 

A conference of 200 general 
chairmen, grand lodge officials and 
system division officers, presided 
over by Pres. T. C. Carroll, adopt- 
ed a resolution pointing out that 
most carriers have signed union 
shop agreements “through the 
democratic method of collective 
bargaining” but that “several ma- 
jor railroads have recently re- 
instated . . . anti-labor, union- 
busting tactics by use of injunction 
in anti-labor states” to restore 
“the rule of the jungle.”

Teamsters Win 


392c Pay Boost 


In N.J. Breweries : 


Newark, N.J. (LPA)—A wage 
increase of 39% cents an hour, just 
a half-cent less than their demands, 
was won after a 16-day strike by 
6000 members of three Teamster 
locals employed by six northern 
New Jersey breweries. 

The 39%-cent increase for inside 
workers was retroactive to June 1, 
with a 23%-cent raise and time 
and a half at that rate for all time 
after 40 hours for the period be- 
tween April 1 and May 30, plus a 
flat $50 for each employe in lieu 
of retroactivity from April 1, 1952. 
The settlement also included 10 
cents an hour differential for the 
second shift and 15°for the third. 

The new vacation schedule pro- 


vides for four weeks after 20 years |: 


of service, three weeks after five 
years, two after two and a week 
after one year. The weekly pay 
scalé of $99:30 was térmed the 
highest for the nation’s brewery 
industry.

Like California's

would have permitted big corpor- 
ations to save millions of dollars 
at the expense of the state unem- 
ployment compensation fund has 
been vetoed by Gov. G, Mennen 
Williams. 


The bill would have allowed a 
90 per cent reduction—from one 
per cent of payroll to one-tenth of 
one per cent—in the minimum em- 
ployer contribution to’ the fund. 
At the same time, the Republican- 
controlled legislature refused to 
approve a meager $3 weekly boost 
in workers’ benefits. 

Williams said that while some 
reduction of minimum contribu- 
tions was reasonable for firms with 
stable employment records, the 
proposed 90 per cent cut would 
make needed benefit increases im- 
possible and probably force a re- 
duction in benefits in the future. 

“The proposed system of rating 
employers according to stability of 
employment,” he _ declared, “goes 
too far in assuring that unemploy- 
ment compensation can be made 
exclusively a matter of individual 
insurance. To predicate rates al- 
most entirely on the record of the 
individual employer is something 
like trying to support the fire de- 
partment by taxing only those who 
have fires.” 

Williams also charged that a 
proposal in. the bill for six weeks 
of additional benefits “was insert- 
ed to create a fictitious appearance 
of improving the employees’ provi- 
sion under the act, and thus make 
a veto more difficult.” 

Refusing to swallow this~ bait, 
Williams said that, while this fea- 
ture “is desirable, its practical 
effect under present economic con- 
ditions is negligble. Only a few 
employees will find themselves out 
of work long enough to exhaust 
their benefits. Furthermore, this 
provision in Michigan law is prac- 
tically inevitable because just

the nation’s food and drug laws; 
and funds for vocational education 
programs. | 
FEW ARE REVERSED 

Union supporters in Congress 
and the legislative representa- 
tives of the American Federation 
of Labor immediately protested 
against these cuts and were instru- 
mental in having a few of them 
reversed by the House. However, 
Congressman Taber and the econ- 
omy bloc had managed to cut the 
heart out of several 
programs. 

Other special targets in Taber’s 
economy drive have been the fol- 
lowing: low-rent public housing; 
public development of electrical 
power; the government’s scientific 
research program, and a proposed 
study by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission on where the housewife’s 
food dollar goes. 

Yet, despite Taber’s most vig- 
orous efforts, the budget refuses to 
be balanced. The Congressman 
has run up against the stubborn 
fact that over 80 per cent of the 
budget represents expenditures for 
national defense.

Pet Giveaway 
To ‘Big 4 Firms 
Washington (LP A )—Congress 
should make certain that when 
the federaily-owned synthetic rub- 
ber plants are sold to private in- 
dustry, the “Big Four” do not get 
the lion’s share. So L. S. Buck- 
master urged before a House 
committee considering legislation 
, to sell the plants. 
| Buckmaster, who héads the CIO 
United Rubber Workers, repre- 
senting 200,000 workers in the U.S. 
and Canada, approved disposal of 
the plants, but asked for tighter 
legislation to make sure that the 
national security is protected; that 
the government get the “full fair 
value” of the plants; that small 
producers are protected from dis- 
crimination by the purchasers; and 
monopoly is prevented. 


To accept less than true value 
would be “a scandalous squander- 
ing of the public funds,” he said, 
and would keep new investors 
from entering the synthetic indus- 
try because the big boys could 
produce at a lower price. 

Buckmaster asked that Congress 
not increase “the already over- 
whelming dominance” of the rub- 
ber industry by the four major 
firms. Nor should any company in 
oil or chemicals be allowed to buy 
enough capacity: to enable it to 
dominate and possibly control sup- 
ply and price, he said. 

He placed the total unrecovered 
cost to the taxpayers of the syn- 
thetic rubber facilities at $446 mil-

sheet or wraps himself in a flag. 

“The Senator who wore con- 
gressional immunity like a mask 
when he dared question the loy- 


of General Marshall was 
meaner and more cowardly than 
any dolt in a sheet or sack. Men 
do not need to be Ku Kluxers to 
put handbills at doors in the dark 
defaming the character of such a 
great American as former Senator 
Frank Graham—Sidney Hillman’s 
friend.
